Manager Focuses Ecology : 


As Major Problem For 1971 


Ecology. 

A small word with big meaning. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, looking into 1971, sees 
this particular word having great 
meaning for the town of Andover. 

‘It means facing the issues,’’ 
the manager said this week. ‘‘We 
have talked about it for years, 
but now we are going to have to 
face the facts and do something 
about iit. We referred to the 
various items in different ways, 
but it all comes under the heading 
of ecology now.”’ 

Among the changes necessitated 
by the attention of the public to 
ecological matters, will be the 
disposal of sand spread on the 
streets during the winter months. 

Due to the sand containing salt, 
the disposal of the material in 
the spring will have to be care- 
fully made, since it cannot be 
placed at the dump or in areas 
near water storage sheds, the 
manager noted, 

Solid waste disposal is to be 
the most pressing problem in the 


only about a year or two left 
before it is at capacity. 

‘‘We will have to seek another 
location and a committee is cur- 
rently working on this. 

‘While we are looking for 
another site, we must adequately 
demonstrate that we can operate 
and maintain our present site. 

‘‘We will need more equipment, 
such as a machine to handle logs, 
etc. We will have to have proper 
drainage there, to prevent con- 
tamination of Fish brook. 

‘‘A regional program, which is 
currently under study seems to 
be the most feasible solution to 
Andover andthe area’s problems,”’ 
Austin noted.

Increased _ 
Water Rate 


Proposed 


An increase in water rates has 
been proposed following a study of 
the department by Camp, Dresser 
and McKee, as authorized by the 
annual town meeting in March. 

The report was received by the 
town manager and selectmen this 
week, The report is available at 
Memorial Hall library and at the 
town hall. 

The report indicates that resi- 
dential water users would have 
their rates increased _ in 
the vicinity of 75 to 90 percent. 

Industrial users would find their 
rates increasing about 60 percent. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin explained that the report 
shows that the water department 
can be placed on an almost self 
sustaining basis, through adoption 
of the new schedules. 

What the consultants have done 
is project the operating costs of 
the water department over the 
next several years. Included inthe 
study is the introduction of the 
water treatment plant. Also in-

Historical 
Papers 


Presented 


Important historical papers are 
most frequently received by 
‘museums and archives one at a 
time or, at best, in relatively 
small collections. This was not 
so recently when a trailer load 
arrived at the museum in Grand 
Manan. The Buchanan Charles 
Collection of books, papers, docu- 
ments and old photographs held 
in Massachusetts since 1940 was 


; returned to the Island and their 
place of origin muchto the pleasure 


and satisfaction of all concerned 
with local history. 
Buchanan Charles, now of North 


<: Andover, in1931 founded the Grand 


Manan Historical Society and was 
editor of its early editions of the 
annual Grand Manan Historian. 
For the Society, he collected a 
great deal of primary material 
which was taken to the United 
States, hopefully as a basis for 
additional research and writing. 
War time conditions by 1940 and 
other factors caused the program 
to be discontinued. 

In 1962 the Historical Society 
was reestablished and the His- 
torian series continued after a 
lapse of over two decades. A 


separate corporation, named after | 


Moses Gerrish, a leader in the 
Loyalist settlement of 1784, was 
organized and through its effortsa 
Centennial Museum was opened in 
1967. Assured ofa safe and perma- 
nent repository, the early archival 
data has now’ been deposited in that 
institution. 

According to Mrs. Audrey A. 
Ingalls, president of the Museum’s 
board of directors, the Buchanan 
Charles Collection added to the 
material already in the small 
archive makes up one of the most 
complete resources of local 


history to be found anywhere. |

sentatives going to the state legis- 
lature in the November elections. 

Rep. Paul W. Cronin who had 
served precincts one, five and six 
and all of North Andover, was de- 
feated by James P. Hurrell ofNorth 
Andover. 

Atty, EdwardGrimley upset Rep. 
John Bresnahan in the October 
primary and went on to become the 
representative in precincts two and 
four along with Rep. Gerard Guil- 
mette, 

In precinct three, William G. 
Arvanitis upset incumbent Rep. 
Lawrence P. Smith of Lawrence, 
to become that areas representa- 
tive in the 1971 legislature. 

The tax rate as anticipated 
jumped substantially. The $7 in- 
crease was announced along with 
a forecast of another increase in 
1971 of probably asimilar amount. 

The new Raytheon plant in West 
Andover opened, despite a gloomy 
employment picture. 

Also opening was the public 
safety -center and with it the 
silencing of the fire horn. 

When the fire department moved 
out of the Central station on Park 
Street, it was turned into a drop 
in center temporarily. The Stu- 
dent Activity Center became the 
center of controversy later, when 
the selectmen ordered the fire 
station use discontinued. The 
selectmen have since obtained the 
McArdle home on Central street 
for SAC use. 


A major drug raid occurred in 
February when federal, state and 
local authorities seized hashish 
and other drugs shipped from over- 
seas to an address off Park street. 

The Musgrove building, the con- 
troversial building in Elm square 
suffered a roof collapse in June, 
The building was later taken over 
from Samuel Resnik by Atty. Mich- 
ael Eatal, Jr. of Lawrence and 
others and is under renovation. 

A major early morning fire 
destroyed a large section of the 
Andover Companies building in 
Shawsheen. The firm quickly made 
plans to restore the structure to 
its original shape, based on 
architectural drawings retained by 
the company. 

For the first time in many 
years, the town had a Fourth 
of July celebration. Financed 
partially through town funds, the 


Andover Service club conducted 
the successful celebration at the 
Andover Playstead. 

The town was. saddened in 
December by the death of one of 
the town’s most popular police 
officers. Roy A. Russell, who had 
retired, died suddenly on the day 


that a testimonial had been planned 


in his honor. 

In all, it was an active year, 
one which will be remembered 
for many things, but particularly 
for its rather personal touch.
